550 Lecuvs I. chieftain of a clan of Sarma- 
tians, forms a settlement in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Vistula, where he builds 
several strong holds and the city of 
Gnesna. His posterity reign 150 years, 
under the title of Dukes. 

700 The family of Lechus being extinct, the 
sovereign authority is given to Cracus, 
who builds the city of Cracow, and 
makes it the capital of his dominions.

842 1. Piast, a private inhabitant of the vil- 
lage of Cruswick, in Cujava, being elect- 
ed Duke of Poland, becomes the founder 
of a new dynasty.

Boxestaus II. restores Isiaslaw, Duke 

of Kioy, dethroned by his subjects, and 

who, being again expelled in 1073, is 

restored anew in 1077. 

Boleslaus II. being excommunicated by 

the bishop of Cracow for his licentious 

conduct and tyranny, kills that prelate 
with his own hand, is again excommu- 
nicated by Pope Gregory VII. and de- 

throned in 1081. 

18. Borzszavus V. on the Tartars making 

anincursion into Poland, betakes himself 

to a shameful flight, and retires into 

Hungary. 

1287 19. Lesxo VI.unabletoresist the Tartars, 
retires to Hungary ; after his death, Po- 
land is distracted by factionsfor six years. 

1295 20. Przemistavs takes the title of King, 
which is afterwards continued by his 
successors: the next year he is assassina- 
ted by Otho, Marquis of Brandenburgh. 

1347 22. Casimir III. the Great, gives a 

code of laws to Poland; and in 1362 

founds the university of Cracow.

1655 Charles Gustavus, King of Sweden, en- 
ters Poland, and forces John Casimir to 
retire into Silesia. 

1656 After a sanguinary battle of three days, 

the Swedes re-enter Warsaw, from 

which they had been expelled. 

Peace restored between Sweden and Po- 

land, by the treaty of Oliva, near Dantzig. 

Casimir quarrels with his nobles, for at- 

tempting to name his successor; Lu- 

bormiski is banished, and his estates 
confiscated. 

Lubormiski returnsat the head ofa pow- 

erful party, and forces Casimir to agree 

to.an accommodation. 

The Cossacks and the Tartars invade 

Podolia and Volhynia with a powerful 

army. John Sobieski, Grand-marshal of 

Poland, raises an army of 20,000 men at 

his own expense, and, after a battle of 

seventeen days, forces them to retire 
in the greatest confusion. 

Mahomet IV. enters Podolia at the head 

of 150,000 Turks, and takes Kaminiec, 

the chief town of that province, which 
is retaken the same year by John Sobi- 
eski. King Michael hastens to conclude 

a peace with Mahomet, through envy of 

the glory of Sobieski, and by the treaty 

gives up Podolia and the Ukraine, and 
engages to pay an annual tribute of 

20,000 rix dollars. 

Sobieski prevails on the Diet of Warsaw 

to abrogate this shameful treaty, and 

gains a glorious victory near Choczim, 
which is taken from the Turks.

CHRONOLOGICAL VIEW OF THE HISTORY OF BOHEMIA. 





Bouemra, the ancient Hercynian Forest, so much celebrated 
by the Greek and Latin authors, is first inhabited by 
the Boii, who, issuing from Gaul, under the conduct 
of Sigovesus, about the year of Rome 164, seize the 
country, and give it their name. Being expelled by 
the Marcomanni, in the reign of Augustus, they re- 
tire into Noricum, which from them is called Bavaria. 
In the sixth or seventh century of the Christian zra, 
the Sclavi, or Slaves, enter Bohemia, expel the Mar- 
comanni, and live under a republican form of govern- 
ment, which they alter to introduce a kind of mo- 
narchy, the chief of which bore the title of Duke.

930 4, Wencrstavs I. taken prisoner by Henry I. the 
Fowler, Emperor of Germany, who besieges Praga, 
takes it, and renders Bohemia tributary. 

936 5. Boxzstavs I. undertakes to re-establish idolatry, 
but being attacked by Otho I. is forced to submit, and 
restore peace to the Church. 

994 6. Borrstavs II. the Goon, being attacked by Bo- 
leslaus I. Duke of Poland, invades his dominions, 
and takes Cracow, with several other places. 

The Pagans of Bohemia revolt, and are allslaughtered. 
7. Borxestavs III. the Bunn, by his cowardice, loses 
Cracow and all the conquests of his father. 

8. Jaromir is attacked by Boleslaus I. Duke of Po- 

land, who takes Praga by treachery, and remains in 

possession of the country till 1005, when Jaromir 
supported by the Emperor Henry Il. re-enters his 
dominions. 

9. Upatric carries on a successful war against Po- 

land, in Moravia and Lusatia. 

10. Brzeristaus I. invades Poland, takes Breslaw, 
Posnania, Gnesna, and other cities. 

New invasion of Poland; Gnesna, Cracow, Posnania, 

and Wratislavia are taken. 

12. Wratistavs II. assists the Emperor Henry IV. 
against the revolted Princes of the Empire, and is re- 
munerated with the grant of Upper Lusatia. 

1126 18. Sosrxstaus I. gains the battle of Chlumetz, 
against the Emperor Lothaire If. in which Otho of 
Moravia, a pretender, is slain. 

1198 26. Premistavs I. is made King by the Emperor 
Philip, which title is retained by his successors. 

1232 27. Wencestavus III. joins the Emperor Frederick 
Il. against the Duke of Austria, and takes Vienna. 

1255 28. Premistavs Orroacre Il. makes war against 
Prussia, and builds the city of Konigsberg.

After their 
deith, the Hussites take up arms, and for several 
ye.rs cause great disturbances in the kingdom. 

1438 37. Arnerr or Avusrria is opposed by Casimir, 
Prnce of Poland, who was called to the throne 
of Bohemia by the revolted Hussites; but the Poles 
hating been defeated, are forced to evacuate the 
cointry. 

1458 39 Gxorce Popirsran, governor of the kingdom 
during the minority of Wladislaus IV. seizes the 
criwn after his death, and is opposed by the Duke 
of Austria, William Duke of Saxony, and Casimir 
IV. King of Poland; but George, supported by the 
Hissites, whom he protected, triumphs over all his 
opronents. 

1468 Mithias Corvin, King of Hungary, at the instigation 
of Pope Paul II. who had excommunicated George 
foi protecting the Hussites, enters Moravia, and is 
crwned King of Bohemia; but George, to oppose 
tohim a powerful rival, causes Wladislaus, son of 
Caimir IV. King of Poland, to be acknowledged 
as iis successor. 

1471 40 Wuanistaus V. of Bohemia, or Lanisztas VI. 
of Hungary, unites the two crowns, which are never 
aftrwards separated.

Houneary consists of a part of the ancient Pan- 
nonia, Dacia, and the country of the Ja- 
zyges. The Huns, who dipossess the 
Romans about the middle of the fourth 
century, are forced to yield it to the 
Gepide, after Attila’s death. The Gepi- 
dz, in their turn, are expelled by the 
Lombards, who, a short time after, aban- 
don it to the Abari, or Avari. In 799, 
the whole country is subjugated by 
Charlemagne, aftera bloody war of eight 
years, during which the greater part of 
the nation is destroyed; and their coun- 
tryremains under theCarlovingian yoke, 
till the death of Charles the Fat. To- 
wards the end of the ninth century, it 
becomes the prey of anew people, who, 
like the Huns, come from Asiatic Tar- 
tary, and are composed of Onigar Turks, 
who give it their name, Onigar, whence 
the present appellation of Hungary. 
The first princes had the title of Wai- 
vodes, or Dukes. 

Gcisa and his son and successor Stephen, 

are baptized. 

1, Srernen J. proclaimed King by the 

Hungarians; makes war against his un- 

cle Giula, Duke of Transylvania, a fana- 

tic idolater, and conquers all his domi- 
nions. He then turns his arms against 

Kean, Duke of the Bulgari, whom he 

kills with his own hand. On account of 

his zeal against the Pagans, he is ca- 
nonised. 

13. Srepnen JII. enters Dalmatia, and 

takes Spalatro, Sebenico, Zara, and Trau, 

from the Venetians. 

1222 17. Axnrew II. publishes the Golden 
Bull, confirming and enlarging the privi- 
leges granted by Stephen I. to the cler- 

and nobility. 

1241 The Tartars, under the command of Ba- 
tou, grandson of Genghis-Khan, invade 
and lay waste Hungary. 

1246 18. Bexa IV. deteated at Newstadt, by 
Frederick the Warrior, Duke of Austria. 

1252 Bela defeated by Wenceslaus II. King of 
Bohemia, and taken prisoner. 

1260 Bela defeated by Premislaus II. King of 
Bohentia. 

1360 23. Lours I. makes war against the Ve- 
netians, takes Zara, andunites the whole 

_ of Dalmatia to his dominions. 

1396 Battle of Nicopolis, between Sigismund 
and Bajazet,in which the Hungarians are 
routed. 

1440 Belgrade besieged for seven months by 
Amurath II. who is at length forced to 
retire. 

1442 Battle of Sofia, in which Amurath is de- 
feated by the celebrated John Corvin 
Hunniades, Waivode of Transylvania. 

1444 27. Lapistas IV. defeated and slain by 

the Sultan Amurath, in the dreadful bat- 

tle of Varna, in Bulgaria. An interreg- 
num of nine years ensues, during which 

Hungary is governed by Hunniades, as 

Regent. 

Hunniades defeated at Cassovia, or Cas- 

chau, by Amurath. 

Mahomet II. besieges Belgrade, but 

is defeated by Hunniades, and forced to 

raise the siege. ; 

29. Marraras, son of Hunniades, being 

attacked by the Emperor Frederick IV. 

invades Austria, and subdues the whole 

country, with the exception of the city 
of Vienna. 

Jaicza, the chief town of Bosnia, taken 

by Matthias; Mahomet advances to re- 

cover it, and is defeated. 

Matthias takes Vienna, and drives the 

Emperor Frederick into exile. p 

Belgrade, Salenkemen, Peterwardein, 

and several other places in Hungary and 

Croatia, taken by the Turks. 

31. Louis Il. defeated and slain in the 

celebrated battle of Mohatz, by Soly- 

man I. 

Battle of Buda, capital of Lower Hunga- 

ry, which is taken by the Turks. . 

Temeswar and several other cities taken 

by the Turks. 

Battle of Sturhl-Weissemburgh, or Alba- 

Regia, gained by the Hungarians over 

the Turks. 

Peace concluded between Hungary and 

Turkey. 

1637 Civil war, occasioned by the revolt of 
the Protestants, in defence of their pri- 
vileges and religion, which lasts eight 
years. 

1660 Peterwardein taken by the Turks. 
1663 The Turks, under the command of Ma- 
homet Cuprogli, take Neuhausel. 

1664 Mahomet Cuprogli defeated by Monte- 
cuculli, near St. Gothard, on the banks 
of the Raab. 

1687 The Dukes of Lorrain and Bavaria de- 
feat the Turks in the plains of Mohatz. 
The crown of Hungary is declared he- 
reditary in the house of Austria, by the 
States-General of Presburgh. 

1688 Sturl-Weissemburgh and Belgrade ta- 
ken from the Turks. 

1690 Belgrade re-taken by the Turks. 

1691 Battle of Salenkemen between the 
Prince of Baden and the Turks, in which 
the success is doubtful. 

1697 The Turks defeated by Prince Eugene, 
at Zenta. 

1699 Treaty of Peace concluded at Carlowitz, 

between the Turks and the Emperor, by 

which the latter recovers Transylvania, 

Sclavonia, and all that part of Hungary 

beyond the Save; the Turks retain Te- 

meswar and Hungary beyondthe Save. 

Prince Eugene defeats the Turks be- 

tween Peterwardein and Salenkemen; 

Temeswar is taken, 

The Turks defeated at Belgrade, which 

surrenders to the Imperialists. 

Peace concluded at Passarowits, by 

which the Emperor acquires Temeswar, 

Belgrade, and a part of Servia. 

War is rekindled; Nissa taken by the 

Imperialists, and retaken the same year 

by the Turks. 

The Imperialists defeated at Krotzka. 

Belgrade is besieged. During the siege, 

peace is concluded, by which the Em- 

peror restores that town, and all Servia 
and Wallachia.
